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THE ARMED FORCES (SPECIAL POWERS) 
CONTINUANCE REGULATION, 1961 

No. 6 of 1961 

Promulgated by the President in the Twelfth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

A Regulation to continue the Armed Forces (Special Powers) 
Regulation, 1958, for a further period. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, read with sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 18 of the Sixth 
Schedule to the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Regulation made by him: — 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the Armed Forces (Special 
Powers) Continuance Regulation, 1961. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In sub-section (4) of section 1 of the Armed Forces (Special 
Powers) Regulation, 1958, for the words “for a period of three years”, 
the words “for a period of four years” shall be substituted.
